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The Manuscript volume from which this work of the Camden 
Society ia derived has been long known as a record of great 
value: and has been quoted as sucli by several of the moat inquiring 
and painstaking of om- historical writers. Having come into the 
collection of the founder of the Harleiau Library, so highly was its 
importance estimated by Humphrey Wantey, his librarian, that he 
described it at greater length than any other to which he ever 
devoted his attention. His account of its contents occupies no fewer 
than aixty-fivfe pogca of the folio Catalogue of the Harleian Manu- 
scripts (vol. i. pp. 256-311). It was fonnd, however, some years 
ago, on comparison of this calendar with the book itself, that it was 
far from presenting a complete view of the whole contents of the 
Manuscript, many entries being arbitrarily passed over, in the pro- 
[lortion of nearly two-firths. In consequence it was thought desirable, 
with a view to an improveil Catalogue of the Harleian Collection, 
which was then in contemplation, to make a fresh abstract of the 
volume. "Iliis was executed in the Manuscript Department of the 
British Museum iu the year 1835; and, as there was no immediate 
prospect of its being printed, it was made accessible to the public by 
being classed as the Additional MS. 11,269. This latter book, 
however, being a mere abstract, page by page, unprovided with any 
index, is not at present of the least utility, except perhaps to a reader 
who might require assistance in his attempts to decyphcr the original. 
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The contente are of various cliuracter: but it maybe generally 
described as a rough register or draft-book into wliich public business 
of all kinds, transacted by the clerks in personal attendance upon 
King Richard the Third, made their daily entries, commencing at 
that momentous period when the usurper first seized upon the reina 
of dominion, together with the jieraoo of his nephew Edward tlie 
Fifth. Such brief titles, or abstracts, of official documenta have 
usually passed by the name of dockets. 

A largo portion of the book relates to matters which passed the 
King's Signet,* the initiative process towards their being forwarded 
to the Privy and Great SeaU. Some grants, however, are detailed 
at Icngtli, with all the precision and prolixity which characlcriae 
Letters Patent; and this is especially the case in the portion now 
printed, which is limited to the two months of Edward's nominal rule. 

King Edward the Fourtli died on the 9th of April, 1483; and 
bis son and successor^ remained under ibo protection and conduct of 
his maternal uncle and former governor," Anthony earl Ryvcrs, until

So far as the accomplishments of learning went, the prince is supposed to have 
done credit to bin instructors. Rous describes him as of "tnirabilis iugemi, et 
in lileratura pro tempore auo optim6 expeditus." Sir Thomas More iajs of 
both the brothers, that they " had as many gifts of nature, as many princely vir- 
tues, and ns much goodly towardneas, as their age could receive." 

The following particulars of the constitution of the prince of Wales's officers 
are not generally known, and will be found correetive of mueb eonfusion which 
has arisen on the subject. Tliey are derived from tlie MS. Sloanc 3479, which 
is an enlarged copy of Sir John Doddridge's History of the Principality of 
Wales. On the 26th June, 1471, when the prince was nine months old, he was 
by charter created Prince of Wales ; ancl the king, by letters patent, dated on 
the 8th July tbilowing, ordained the queen, the archbishop of Canterbury, 
George duko of Clarence, Richard duke of Gloucester, Robert Stillington the 
bishop of Bath and Wells (and chancellor), Lawrence Booth bishop of Durham, 
Anthony earl Ryvera, the abbat of Westminster (Thomas Alitlyng) chancellor 
to the prince, William Hastings knight lord chamberlain to the king, Richard 
l^ynes lord Dacres steward to the said prince, John Fogge, Jolm Sentte, knights, 
Thomas Vaughan diainbcrlun to the prince, John Alcock and Richard Forster 
til be of council unto the said prince, giving unto them, and every four of them, 
with the advice and express consent of the queen, large power to advise and 
counsel tlie said prince, and the nomination of his officers when they should 
happen to became void or (hat the parties were insufficient, the said authority 
to continue until the prince shoidd accomplish his age of 14 years. 

By another charier in EogUsb bearing date lONov.annoregni sui 13, (1473) 
earl Byvers was appointed governor of the person of the prince, and to have 
the education and the instruction of him, in all virtues worthy his birlli, and ro 
have the government and direction of his servants. 

Ou the 2Sth Feb. 1482-3, the king addressed to the council of the prince of 
Wnles A code of " ordynancvs concerning our said sannes person," and in the 
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Byvers was sent a prisoner to the North. On the 4th of May the 
young King was brought to London, and lodged in the Bishop's 
palace near St. Paul's. The same day, being the first Sunday in 
May, and the anniversary of tliat Pahn-sunday which had estabhshed 
hia father on the throne, had been originally fixed by the Council in 
London for his coronation;' but now that Bolemnity was deferred to 
some future day. 

To the period of the King's residence in the Bieliop of London's 
palace, which lasted until alxiut the 1 9th of May, belong some of the 
earliest entries in t!iis volume,* which arc apparently minutes of 
documents ordered to be issued by the Council, and their value is 
increased from the circumgtance that no Register of the Privy Coun- 
cil at this period has been preserved. 

Among the matters noticed in these memoranda the moat remark- 
able are some which relate to naval affairs. The principal measures 
which the leaders of the Queen's potty had taken in order to acquire 
a preponderating influence in the administration, had been two: her 
eldest son, the marquess of Dorset, being constable of the Tower of

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London, had taken poasessiouof thelatc King's trcaaure lying within 
that fortresa; and her brother sir Edward Wydevitte had conducted 
some of the king's ships to sea in order to command the Channel.

In the proclaniBtion issue<l by king 
Richard III. shortly before the landing of the earl of Rirhtuond, the name of 
sir Edward Wodevilc accompanies those of Piers bishop of Exeter, Jasper 
earl of Pembroke, and John eorl of Oxford, who had taken themselres to the 
obeisnnec of the duke of Britnny. On the accession of Henry VII. he was 
appointed governor of the Isle of Wight, and that office he retained until his 
death. He was slain at St. Albin in Britany in July 1488, having been in the 
s»me yeor elected a knight of the Gorier, hut not installed. Hall chaniclcrises 
him as "a valiant captain and a bold champion." (Chronicle, edit. 1800, p. 439.) 
lie <lii<d without issue. Dugdale, in his Baronage, vol. ii. p, 231, has attributed 
part of the history of sir Edward Wydeville to an imaginary nncle of the same 
name; and he Is followed in this division of sir Edward into two persons by 
Mr. Baker in his pedigree of Wydeville, Hist, of North araptiinihirc, ii. 166. 
That pedigree, it may he remarked, is not only confused in some of its earlier 
generations (see the Topographer and Genealogist, vol. i. p. lliO), hut lotist be 
fiirther incorrect in niuking Anthony earl Ryvcrs leave a widow, ufterwards re- 
nuurlcd to sir John Neville, a tiatural son of an earl of Wcstroerland. Tlie lady 
in queation,— Mary, daughter and heir of sir Henry I'itJsLcwea, is mentioned 
I y Dugdale (Baronage, ii. 33.1) as a wife of the earlj but very shortly befor«i 
his death he wa« contcmpUting the ambitinua alliance with n princess of Scol- 
and whii-h is nlbirted to in the rarlicr pan of the preaenl note. 
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The history of the reigna of Edward V. and Richard HI. has been 
written with more thaii ordinary care ami elaboration by Mr. Sharon 
Turner, in hia History of Enghuid during the Middle Agea;' and 
hia successors can scarcely liope to gleiin more than a few facts m 
correction or further elucidation of his researches. The only im- 
portant accessions of inforuiatjon since obtained were elicited by ■ 
more complete examination of the records of the city of York, than 
was made in the last century by Mr. Drake. This has been accora- 
plished by Robert Davics, esq., F.S.A., late Town Clerk of York, 
and the result was published in the year 1843.'' 

Mr. Sharon Turner's review of the career of Richard ol' Uloucester 
constitutes an historical commentary upon the ancient maxim that 
Nemo repente fuit turpisaimus. 

He acquits that prince not merely of the accumulated and exag- 
gerated charges of having murdered Edward prince of Wales, king 
Henry the Sixth, and his own brother George duke of Claience: 
but further of any premeditated design of usurping the crown until 
that course was forced upon him by circumstances. Such was the 
sanguinary and mercilesa spirit of the age, such the hypocrisy, the 
deceit and violence which entered into all the policy and actions of 
statesmen, that, in the judgment of this historian, the relatives of 
the Queen were siu« to have prepared the like destruction lor their 
opponents and rivals to which they themselves wore sacrificed. It 
is certainly highly probable that such apprehensions were instilled 
into the mind of tJie Duke of Gloucester by his ambitious and worth-

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less cousin Harry duke of Buckingham ; and it is evident tliat bitter 
feelings of jealousy, almost if not quite amounting to mortal enmity, 
were cutertaincd towards tlie Wydevilles and Greys by lord Uuatings 
and others of the old Court party. To the fanguinary policy thus 
engendered, first Hastings, and afterwards Buckingham, themselvee 
became early and sudden victims, — a retributive fate which in either 
case" appeared peculiarly appropriate to their deserts —

The most important particular in which the narrative of Mr. 
Sharon Turner is open to correction is in respect to the presumed 
iiieetwg of a parliament in the reign of Edward the Fifth, and Uie 
Duke of Gloucester's supposed reception from that body oi' the dignity 
and functions of Protector. The historian assumes that a parliament 
actually met, and that "the parliamentary documents" have been 
lost.'' He was led to form this concluaon by two circumstances, — 
one a statement of the liistorian of Croyknd that a discussion waa 
held " in senatu," which resulted in the removal of the young king 
to the Tower of London; and the other the existence of " a speech 
delivered from the throne, to the three estates of the Icingdom, as 
assembled in parliament, in the name of Edwai^l V. and in hia 
presence, as also before the duke of Gloucester," 

That no parliament was actually held during this short reign is

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expresaly declared in the act of settlement passed immediately after 
the meeting of the first parliament of Richard III.' But we know 
from two authorities" the day for which a parliament was sum- 
moned, namely the 25th of June. A writ of summons addressed to 
the archbishop of Canterbury for that day is dated on the 13th of 
May; and, as it contains no allusion to the protectorate, Mr. Sharon 
Turner inferred from that circumstance that the protectorate did 
not then exiBt This strengthened liis supposition (which will be 
presently noticed) that it was called into existence on the 19th of 
that month. 

It is strange that Mr. Sharon Turner did not draw another more 
obvious conclusion from this evidence, viz. that, if a writ was issued 
on the 13th of May for a parliament to be holden on that day six 
weeks, most certainly no other meeting of parhamcnt would inter- 
vene, and especially at so early a date as the ] 9lh of May. 

Jt follows, therefore, that the phrase t'n senatu used by the Croy- 
land historian must be understood to imply only a council, and not 
a parliament. 

I have now ascertained, from the patent roll of Edward V., that 
the office of Protector was assumed by the Duke of Gloucester at 
least so early as the 14th of May: for it was on that day that new 
commissions of the peace were directed into several counties, and in 
those commissions his name was inserted as "carissimo avunculo 
noatri Eicardo duci Gloucestrice protoctori Anglise.""

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It is further worthy of remark, as illustrative of the state of parties 
and as juslifying in some degree the drat measures taken by Richard, 
that in commissions for taxes,* issued a fortnight before, the names 
of the dukes of Gloucester and Buckingham were not inserted, but 
the leading personages are the marquess of Dorset " trater regis 
uterinus," the earl Kyvers " avunculus regis utarinus," the LcoA 
Hastings, &c. 

Additional evidence is thus supplied that either party was ready 
to circumvent and supplant the other:'' and consequently it is not 
surprising that their first collision should have led to a more bitter 
Btrugglc 

The real truth of the case, as Mr. Sharon Turner suggests, was 
that " both parties were playing the same game of unprincipled 
violence, and Richard was the most fearless, prompt, determined, 
and unshrinking." Such he unequivocally showed himself to be in 
his arrest and execution of the lord chamberlain Hastings; but Mr. 
Turner was the first to correct a misstatement, which, originating 
with Sir Thomas More, had pervaded the whole series of our his- 
toriaua,° that the execution of Ryvers, Grey, and Vaughan, by the 
instructions of Gloucester and Hastings, was accomplished at Poat«-

In 
1471 licwasappointedcbamberlaJD to the prince, and in Sept. 1472, at Windsor, 
he carried the rojiiil chilli (being then 22 months old) to welcome Louis de Bruges 
seigneur de la Gruthuyse. (Arch»ologi»,xxyi. 277.) In 147S William Herbert 
second earl of Pembroke appointed him hia attorney-general. (Notes ti> Lewii 
Glyn Cothi, p. 44.) There is trtill staniliug in Westminster abbey, in the chajH-'l 
of St. Paul, a monument to the memory of sir Thomas Vaughan, consisting of 
a receesed canopy, and a table-tomb within it, with space at its west end for a 
chantry priest. The slab was inlaid with brass plates : and the inscription, 
which is imperfuet in Dart and the more recent liistories of Westminster abbey, 
11 thus given in Camden's Reges, Regime, Nobiles, et alii in Ecclesia CoUegialu 
B. Petri WestmonBst«rii sepulti. 1G06. 4to. p. 60 : — 
Ik capeOa Saneti Pauli. 
In obitum Thomffi Vaughan mililis. 

Orate pro anima Tbomie Vaughan Militis quondam Camerarii et Thcsauruni 
Camerffi Edwardi Quarti ac Camerarii l>rmcipis primogeniti dicti RcgiH, requi- 
cscat in pace.

The brass effigy remains, excepting the knight's feet : with one of the two 
shields of arms ; this is charged with, Quarteriy : I and 4, a saltire ; 3 and 3, 
three fleurs-de-lis, over all a bend engrailed. Six scrolls at the sides, which 
probably contAincd the motto given by Camden, are all gone. The inscription, 
which ran round the verge, in its remaining portion has between each word 
alternately a rose and a sun, but the knight does not wear the livery collar of 
his royal master.

Sir Richard Hau(«'s identity is satisfactorily deter- 
mined by the Visitation of Kent, where he is distinguished to the family pedigree 
as "neeuri percvMm ftutrHo PoHlefraeH I Edic. 5, juam rtgiM Riehanti 3." He 
was the son of Williiun Haute of Bishopsboum or Hautsboum esquire, by Jane 
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by the majority of historians, and by our great dramatist, who has 
materially contributed to the notoriety oi' their untimely fate.' Doctor 
Alcock bishop of Worcester the king's preceptor was among those 
who were dismissed from his company at Stoney Stratford; but he 
was perhaps not placed tinder restraint, for he is known to have been 
at liberty on the I2th of May, and then present at the sequestration, 
in London, of the late king's personal property. 

The sufferers passed the period of their imprisonment at different 
places in Yorkshire. Lord Ryvera, who was kept at the castle of

Sir 
Richard Haute is twice mentioned in the will of his couran Anthony earl Ryrers, 
first in reference to some evidences in his possession, and secondly as one of hia 
proposed executors. (Excerpta Hist. pp. 247, 248.) He mnrrieii the widow of 
Robert Darcy esquire, by birth a Tyrrell, and had issue. (Visitation.) Richard 
Haute esquire of Ightham in Kent was attainted 1 Ric. III. and his attainder 
reversed 1 Hen. VII. (Rot. Pari. vi. 245, 273.)

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Sheriff' Hutton, had probably some intimation of Ins approacliing fate 
on the 23d of June, when he made his will at that place.' The lord 
Richard Grey was detained at the duke of Glouceater's castle of Middle- 
ham, — where the duke's son, prince Edward, waa also then rcBident.'' 
It is on record that the lord Richard remained there from the 3d of 
May to the 24th of June. On the latter day he was removed to 
Pontefract, whither lord Ryvers waa alao brought from Sheriff 
Hutton, and the uncle and nephew then found that they had met to 
die. Upon hearing his fate, the earl, who had previously expreseed 
a wish to be buried in the chapel of our Lady of Pewe at Wcet- 
minater, for wliich he had procured aome great favours from the 
papal see, added this affecting postscript to his will: " My will 
is now to be buried before an image of oure blbad lady Maryt 
with my lord Bichard, in Pomfrete, and Jhesu have mercy of my 
Boule !" 

Vaughan and Haute were possibly already prisoners in Pontefract 
castle. Some brief form of trial was gone through, under tlie 
presidency of the earl of Northumberland, then commanding the 
military force about to be conducted to London for the support of 
Gloucester; and the execution was superintended by the protector's 
emissary sir Richard Radclyffe, who ia related to liave replied witli 
the characteristic brutality of the age, to an indignant appeal which 
waa made by sir Thomas Vaughan against the injustice thus perpe- 
trated. The exact date of thia catastrophe has not hitherto appeared

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in our hbtoriea; but the obituary of tlie collegiate chapel of St. 
Stephen at Westminster fixes it to the 25th of June.' 

In the last edition of Dr. Lingard'a History (1849) this matter of 
the executions at Pontefiract remains incorrect in many points, though 
partially altered from its first publication. At vol. iv. p. 227, the 
narrative still Btonds as follo'ws (the historian is writing of the 13th 
of June, and the decapitation of Hastings) ; — 

" On the same day (and the time should be noticed) Ratcliffe, 
one of the boldest partisans of the protector, at the head of a 
numerous body of armed men, entered the castle of Pontefract, and 
made himself master of" the lord Grey, sir Thomas Vaughan, and 
811 Richard Hawse. To the spectators it was announced that they 
had been guilty of treason; but no judicial forms were observed; and 
the heads of the victims were struck off in the presence of the 
multitude." 

With respect to the Speech addressed to the Parliament which 
was discovered by Mr. Sharon Turner, it will be found deserving 
of some further con^deration. It was Mr. Turner's view that — 

" This official speech proves that the youthful sovereign was 
brought by his uncle to meet hia parliament in the usual royal 
manner. The address is made to it, not in the Protector's name, 
but in the Sovereign's; it was delivered to the Lords and Commons

appends in his notes the following conclusions, — tijat the speaker's 
citing of a " text, such as I found in the divine service of yester- 
day's feast," implies that the speech was made on a Monday; and 
that, "as the first act of Richard as Protector is dated the 19th 
May, and the first grant of Edward from tlie Tower is on the same 
day, and aa that day in May 1483 was on a Monday, 1 would infer 
that this speech was delivered, and the protectorate appointed, 
on the 19th May. The two acts alluded to ore in Uarl. MSS. 
No. 433." 

In these calculations &lr. Sharon Turner appears to have strangely 
overlooked the fact that there are six chances to one that a feast 
may occur on another day of the week tlian Sunday, and indeed he 
seems to have fancied that by the term " feast" a Sunday was 
necessarily implied. Dr. Lingard" came better prepared to decide 
upon a question of such a character. He, naturally, was at no loss 
to ascertain the particular feast to the service of which the text used 
by the chancellor really belongs: and it proves to be that of the 
nativity of saint John the Baptist, which is observed upon the 24th 
of June. It is therefore certain that the speech was not delivered, 
aa Mr. Sharon Turner imagined, upon Monday the 19tli of May;

June, the day for which the opening of parliament had betn fixed.* 
It is apparent that the chancellor waa not one of tho conspiratora 
who were contriving the advance of the Protector to the throne. 
He proceeded diligently in the elaboration of his speech, and it was 
feirly transcribed and ready for delivery, wJien the revolution 
suddenly burst forth which rendered it a work of supererogation. 
By the time which had been fixed for the coronation,"" the duke of 
Gloucester, with the aid of the duke of Buckingham and his otter 
auppoiters, had assembled in London a very numerous military force;* 
and then he adopted the very day which was to have witnessed the 
opening of his nephew's parliament, to declare himself the actual 
sovereign of the kingdom, and to seat himself on the marble chair 
in the hall of Westminster. ''

It is a point very strongly urged by Mr. Sharon Turner, and by 
Miss Halsted, in her biography of Richard HI., that the protectorate 
of the duke of Gloucester would have terminated with the coronation 
of his nephew: because, as Mr. Turner say^ " no one of the former 
minor kings, Henry the Third, Edward the Third, Richard the 
Second, or Henry the Sixth, had a protector after they were 
crowned." Consequently, as the historian preaimies, the duke of 
Gloucester dreaded that ceremony, which would have shorn him of 
his predominant authority: and this is fancied to have been one of 
the cogent considerations that forced upon him the act of usurpation, 
as if in self-defence. It appears to me very doubtful that the corona- 
tion would have had the consequence imagined by Mr. Sharon 
Turner: and there is a passage in the lord chancellor's speech which 
conveys an impression to the contrary. It is to the e&ct that it was 
BobehovefuU that the power and authority of the lord protector should 
be asserted and established by the authority of the high court of par- 
liament, that that was the greatest and most necessary of all the causes 
which required its assembling at that time of the year.** The chan- 
cellor (who certainly bad no idea of the duke of Gloucester's intended 
usurpation) wrote his speech under the impression that the coronation 
would have already taken place a day or two before the meeting of 
parliament: and it is therelbre plain that he anticipated that the

There is another statement of the earlier writers, and which is 
retained by our latest historian, Dr. Lingard, that appears to be 
disproved by the evidence — in this case negative — of the York 
corporation. It is circumstantially related by Dr. Lingard, on the 
authority of the continuator of the Croyland chronicle and Sir Tho- 
mas More, that the Duke of Gloucester, at the time of his bro- 
ther's death, was in the marches towards Scotland, and that upon 
receiving the news he rode southward to York, which city he 
entered with a retinue of six hundred knights and esquires, all clad, 
like himself, in deep mourning; that he there celebrated a funeral 
service for his brotlier in the minster; and, having collected all the 
noblea and gentlemen of the neighbourhood, he caused them to 
swear fealty to his nephew, Edward V,, himself setting the example. 
Upon this statement Mr. Davies' has reasonably argued that if any

In A 
absence of positive evidence of the place of the duke of Gloucester's 
abode at the time of king Edward's death, the probability is that he 
was at his most usual residence, the castle of Middlehani in York- 
shire. 

In the grants conferred during the Protectorate of the duke of 
Gloucester, as registered In these pages, ifcc most remarkable are 
those which were bestowed upon the duke of Buckingliam. This 
nobleman, who in proximity to the throne was next to the reigning 
house, was powerfully actuated by the unscnipuloue ambition which 
characterised the age. He put himself forward to be the cliief 
abettor of the duke of Gloucester, and aspired to the position which 
the great earl of Warwick, that sctter-up and puller-down of kings, 
had occupied in the previous reign." By tlic accession of the prince 
of Wales to the crown, the government of the principality had be- 
come vacant. Had all gone well with the Queen's family, this vice- 
royalty would doubtless have been given to earl Ryvers, by whom, 
as the Prince's governor, it had lately been administered. Hence 
the enmity of Buckingham to Ryvers, He killed, and took pos- 
session. The struggle for place and power was then a mortal 
contest.''

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Next in power and influence to tlie duke of Buckingham among 
the earliest supporters of the duke of Gloucester was Henry Percy, 
earl of Northumberland. He was retained in the posts of lord 
warden of the east and middle marches towards Scotland, and of 
caplain of Berwick — the former to be reckoned from the 9th of 
April preceding, and the latter from the let of June.* But this 
was not a new preferment; for the earl was first appointed warden 
of those marches in the year 1470. 

Francis lord Lovell, who became one of the favourite ministers of 
king Richard, was at a very early period of his patron's supremacy 
rweed to the office of chief bulJer of England (which had belonged 
to earl Ryvers), having two days before rect'ived a grant of the 
castle and honour of Wallingford. *■ He had been elevated to the 
peerage only a few months before the death of Edward IV. and had 
accompanied the duke of Gloucester in hia recent campaign in 
Scotland, King Richard the Third appointed him chamberlain of 
hb household. 

William Catesby, another notorious councillor of the next reign, 
and who bears the blame in the page of history of liaving bred much 
of the mischief which led to the destruction of Hastings, was on the 
14th of May made cliancollor of the earldom of March ; " and on 
the same day John lord Howard' was appointed steward of the

The Editor has only a few worda to add with reapect to the order 
in which the documents contained in tliis volume are placed. They 
are, it will be perceived, taken from various parts of the manuscript 
volume, in which they were entered at the convenience of the clerks; 
and, some arrangement being necessary, it appeared desirable that 
the whole should be brought into one chronological series. This 
object haa in some degree been effected, although it was found to 
be less practicable than was anticipated, because many of the entries 
are actually undated, and they are therefore necessarily left to follow, 
as in the MS., those which have dates. The first document of all, a 
letter under the King's signet, which is headed " Quinlo die Muij," 
appears to have been prepared at St. Alban's (on the 3rd or 4th), 
the day of the month being then left blank, and to have been finally 
issued at London on the 5th, al^r the King's arrival in London.

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The same unwrlainty of dates, as to a few days earlier or later, 
prevails throughout the whole series of documents. They were 
evidently entered in the book aa the busiueaa arose, and some of 
them did not even pass the signet until several days had elapsed. ■ 
The final date of such as had to pass the great seal would of course 
be some days later. 

The Editor liaa examined the Patent Roll of King Edward the 
Fifth, which ia now the first of the series preserved at the office of 
the Rolls Chapel. Its entries are not numerous, for it has only forty- 
nine numbera on the front of the roll, and seven in dorso. The 
earliest In point ol'date are the appointments of judges, — llie same 
who had served in the former reign, — on the 21st of ApriL It is 
reraarkablg that nothing else which may have passed the great seal 
before the establishment of the government of the Protector was 
placed upon record, except some arrangements wilJi merchants on 
the indorsement, and the commissions for the collection of taxes. 
These were dated on the 27th of April. The commissions of the 
peace issued for the new reign are dated on the 14lh of May, and in 
these we find the first recognition of the authority of the Protector, 
(as already noticed in p. xii.) he being named as a justice of the 
peace in every county. The ordinary grants are all recorded as 
issuing on the sole authority of the King, and the Protector 
is not named in them. His name occurs only in the patent 
granted to the duke of Buckingham, in the terms which will be 
found at p. 10 of the present volume. Every grant on the Patent 
Roll is dated at We§tminster, as proceeding fi^jm the Court of

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One of the original documents of which this volume preserves a 
record, is still in existence, and exhibited in one of the show-cases 
of the Manuscript Department at the British Museum,* as presenting 
at one view the sign-manual of the yoimg king, and that of his 
uncle the protector. It is the letter imder the signet appointing 
Edmimd Holt to be keeper of the gaol at Nottingham (printed at 
p. 15). It is signed at the top with the king's initials, JR. JE,, and 
at the foot J?. Gloucestre. The wax of the seal is gone, but the ring 
of woven parchment which inclosed it remains. It is indorsed, 
" An Iniuccion tavoyde tholde Gaoler and anew to come in his 
place." 

A still more interesting relic of the period before us is preserved 
in the Cottonian MS. Vespasian F. xiii. It is a square piece of 
parchment bearing the three autographs of the king and the dukes 
of Gloucester and Buckingham,** thiLS disposed —

Under what circumstances these lines were written, it is more 

easy to conjecture than to decide: but we may readily imagine that

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perhaps in their first efforts to ingratiate themselves in his affections. 
The name of Gloucester is written in a more formal and clerk-like 
style than his xisual signature.* 

A MS. of Wickliffe*s New Testament, in the possession of Thomas 
Banister, esq. of the Inner Temple, is inscribed on its first page 
with a motto somewhat resembling the former — 

A nous me ly 
Gloucestre. 

This has been examined by Sir Frederic Madden and attributed 
by him (in the Oxford edition ofWycliffe's Bible, 1850,) to the 
hand of the duke of Gloucester. 

It is, we may presume, to the parchment slip first described that 
Sir George Buck alludes in his Life of Richard, where he says, " His 
loyalty being a most constant expression in his motto Loyaulte me 
lie, which I have seen written by his own hands and subscribed 
Richard Gloucester,^'

SPEECHES PREPARED FOR THE OPENING OF PARLIAMENT, 

BY THE LORD CQANCELLOB, JOHN BDSSELL, BISHOP OP LINCOLN. 

Futiameiit was usually opened, in the ttfleent^i centiuy, in one of the 
chambers of the rojal palace of Westminster, in the presence of the King ; 
when a Speech, or introductorj discourse, declaring the causes of its 
assembly, was delivered, not as now by the sovereign in person, but by 
the lord clianceUor. As that high fiinttionary was always a prelate of 
the church, his exhortation naturally assumed a religious uomplexiont he 
Btiutod from a test of holy scripture,' and supported his arguments by 
many quotations from the same source; at the same time intermingling 
both historical parallels and political maxims from the whole range of 
literature, sacred aud profane, with which he was familiar. Many of 
these discourses are described, and their ailments briefly epitomised, 
upon the rolls of parliament; but perhaps no other entire specimens have 
been preserved than those which are now presented to the reailer. 

Their author was John Russell," bishop of Lincoln. He had been

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They are preserved, inlenmngled with aorae Latia Bermona, probably by 
tlie same author, in the MS.

150 b, 151, and after- 
wards, appear to be in the author's haudwriting, the rest being copied by 
a transcriber. Next follow several other Latin sermons, on to fol. 169. 
At f. 170 commences the intended speech to the parliament of Edward 
the FifUi, and it continues to f, ITti. It is immediately followed by the 
speech which the author actually delivered to the parUament of Kiuliard 
the Third, which is printed hereailer. 

The authorship of the earlier speech is proved by its being in the eame 
handwriting as that of the later, which is identifiejl by the parhament roll

The lakke of clerc iindyrstondynge of thys wey 
whyche had be mooele sure to have be folowed, added thcyre unto 
Buche olTendiclcs as diverse men ledde by blyndc aSectiona stombled 
at, hathe caused tliys grete brusere and febyllcncasc that thys public 
body of Knglonde aufferythe at thys day. But nowe a remedie. 
Tlie rejnedie agaynste derkenesse ys no thycge ellys but provisioa 
of lyghte, bo hyt tliat abody wollde pasEC surely yn hys journey, or 
ellys bye goode and diligent serche attende to tyndc that that ho 
hathe loste. We^ who have somwiiat touched the derke way titat 
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menne have walked yn; late us sec whetliyr we have ony thyng 
loate that wollde be soughte and fownde agayne. I trowe that have 
welle rykened we have lost oo boisaunte at the lestc of the x. whych 
make the perfeccion of owre comen wele. The nombre [of] x. ys 
that that endythe and perGlethe every nombyr, soo that as longe as 
hyt hys hole in dragmes, besauntcs, or eny othyr precyous thynge 
limited and ascendyng to that nombre where by perfeccion ys 
signified, whyche as y seyd be fore ys the nombre of x. or ellya yf 
that parte that was loste there of be fownde agaync, the fiu-ste owner 
of hyt maketh grcte rejoysyng with allc the neigborhede, seyng, y 
pray yow frendes rejoyse yow with me that have alle my besauntes or 
dragmes hole to gedyr. Tbys ys towched yn the gospelle of Luc by 
way of a parable, apekynge of a woman that had x. besauntes or 
dragme8,andoone of thorn waslostc. Ibi, Qua* mulier kal>ens drat/tmu 
.X. et ei ptrdiderit unam. Owre woman that hatha loste oon of here 
X. besauntes ya noitra res publica, whyche ys ferre fallen from her 
perfeccion, and gretely ustoned of the fallc and decaye of the hurt 
and brusere that she nowe seethe in the membrea of thys public 
bodye of Englond. I fere mo that ere we can fyndc agayne the 
aunccnne proapcryle whyche semethe now loste, whyle we be Bekyng 
for the besaunte we schallc be occupied for a tyme with a physical 
dragme. A dragme in physick ys called the wcyghte of iij. scruples.

The person here ititendeJ was John Sherwood, orchdeacoa of Bich- 
mond and bishop elect of Durham, Ue had been ambassador lo Eomefrom 
king Edward IV. " prothonotarius apostoliciiB, et orator regia Anglim," 
and he nspired to the rank of a Cordinnl, but was disappointed. Wh; his 
name and his object should have been designated by initiais in the present 
record is a mysiery. Is it possible that the cuenioranduni came from the 
pen of doctor Sherwood himself F he was at this time in England, and as a 
North -countryman may have been personally attached to the service of the 
duke of Gloucester. In his coronation procession Richard walkcil between 
the bishop elect of Durham and Uobert StiUingtoo bishop of Bath and 
WeJla. In the following year (March, 1485-C) doctor Sherwood again 
went to Kome, being joined in embassy with Thomaa Lungtou bishop of 
St. David's, soon ailer bishop of Salisbury. It was not until that time that 
king Richard (by letter dated the 28th Feb.) first addressed the Pope, 
announcing his accession to the throne, and then proceeding to request the 
papa! commendation lo bishop Sherwoctd's election. On the 2nd March the 
King wrote furtlicr letters to the Pope, and to the Cardinals, urging doctor 
Sherwood's claim for election into the sacred college: so tliat the letters . 
which were to have been written in May 1485, were not actually dispatched 
until ten months after. These letters, which are preserved in the MS. Hurl, 
433, are printed by Kymer in his Fuedera, itc. Though disappointed of 
kis election as cardinal, Sherwood was so much attached to Italian life, that 
he agiiin went to Rome for his own pleasure, and died there on the I2th 
Jan. 1493-4, when he was designated in his epitaph as (having formerly 
been) "' seronisaimi regis Auglite orator." See the memoir of him in the 
first volume of Surtecs'a History of Durham.

P. 3. Seal of the earldom ofSIaroh. An eugravingof tliia seal, as made 
for Edward IV. will be found in Sandford's Genealogical History of 
England, 1G77, p. 354. 

P. 12. A lettre to the bushope of Exceslre to deliver the duchesse of Es- 
ceatre unto my lord of Bukingkam. The lady who was ihe snbject of this 
letter will not be readily discovered in the ordinary works on the peerage, 
but lier identity is shown by an act of parliament passed 1 Ric. III. The 
lady Anne of York, the eldest sistej- of Edward IV. had been first 
married to Henry Holand duke of Eseter, who was attainted as a Lancaf- 
trian in 1 Edw. IV, 1461, and who, having lived for some years a pensioner 
at the court of the duke of Burgundy, returned in 1473 to fight at the 
battle of Bamet, and was soon after found a corpse upon the shore of the 
county of Kent. In the interval between those dales, the duchess, having 
obtained some kind of divorce, formed another alliance with sir Thomas 
St. Leger (who occurs in 1462 as one of the esquires for the king's body, 
Rot. Pari. V. 534), and gave birth to a second daughter, having already had 
one by the duke. Both the half-sisters bore the same name as their 
mother. After the birth of the younger, her fatlier sir Thomas St. Leger 
induced the King to allow an act to be passed, in the parliament of I4fi7, 
whereby his daughter was nominated heir to the duchy of Eseter, in de- 
fault of issue of her elder sister. The elder Anne died shortly after, and 
the duchess deceased in 1475, " without issue of her body by the said 
e became, m purauaucc of the 
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inlieritonce viae too unportant to be \e(i lo the disposal of ordinary B 
inooiul ahtidceB. The queen bad directed her eyes to it for the ag^^rondise- 
raent of her firat family ; and io 1482 arrangements wtire made for the fliture 
marriage of the duchess of Eseler to Thomas Grey, son and heir apparent 
of the marquess of Dorset, upon whom a settlement was made, a certEtin 
portion of the estates being at the simie time divided off for the advantage 
of his unule lord Hichard Grey, Tliis arrangement waa confirmed by an 
act of parliament passed in the same year (Rot. Pari. vi. 215). At the 
time, therefore, of the death of Edward rV. the estates of the dudiy 
of Exeter Wiire destined to aggrandise the family of Grey, and the queen's 
grandson would in due time, had the marriage been fulfilled, have become 
duke of Exeter. Hence arose the an.'ciety of the duke of Gloucester to 
obtain possession of the person of the young lady. She was living, it appears, 
under the care of Piers Gourt«nay, bishop of Eseter, one of the family of 
the earls of Devon, who subsequently acted in opposition to the govern- 
ment of king Richard, and was in consequence outlawed. By another act of 
parliament, passed 1 Rjc. III. the acts of 7 and 22 Edw, IV. were annulled 
(Rot. Pari. vi. 244), and the duchy of Exeter was thus again resumed by 
the sovereign. The father of the heiress, sir Thomas St, Leger, was thrown 
into bitter enmity towards king Richard by this treatment, and zealously 
connected himself with tlie Lancastrian party, but he was premature in his 
conduct, and, being aiTested in DevonShireat the time of the threatened in- 
vasion of the earl of Richmond, he was beheaded at Exeter in Nov, 1484, 
" although countJess sums of money wore offered for his life," (Chron. 
Croy]and,p. 569.) One Thomas Rame esquire shared his fate. (Izacke's 
Memorials of Exeter.) The ^oTtdam duchess was subsequently married to 
sir George Manners, lord Roos, and become the progenitrix of the earls and 
dukes of Rutland; but the dignity of Duke of Exeter was never revived, 
and the title, with the rank of Marquess, was subsequently giveji to the

teoays. U was on the ISth June, 1525, thw king Henry Vm. fon- 
ferred upon Tliomas lord Roos, son of the lady Anne, the dignity of earl 
of Rutland, which had been previously enjoyed by his great-uncle Edmund 
of York(tiUed at Wakefii-ld in 1460); and on the same day the dignity of 
inarquesa of Exeter was bestowed on Henry Courtenay earl of Devon, the 
grandson of king Edward IV. by his daughter Katharine. 

P. 29. Sir John NeoiUe. Writers who have noticed this appointment 
to the custody of Pontefract Castle have been at a loss \a identify sir John 
Neville. There was one knight of that name, a natural son of the earl of 
Westmerland, who hasbei-n mentioned in the note at p. x. But there was 
also a sir John Neville of Holbeck, co. York, who was sheriff of Yorkshire 
in the 3rd and 10th Hen. VII. and it seems very probable that he may 
have had the charge of Pontefract Castle at the time of the execution of 
Ryvers, &o. 

P. 58. Roger Toicnskend. The vmt of privy seal dated at the Tower 
of London on the 1 2ih June, and which was delivered to the lord chancellor 
at Westminster on the Hth, for appointing Rt^er Towaahend a seijeant-at- 
law, is printed in Rymer's Fcedera, tx biindtl. infra Turrim Land. 

P. 65. Tki license to export oats to Bta-g\indy, dated the 28th May, was 
followed by a writ of privy seal dated at the Tower of London on the 2nd 
of June, which is printed in Rymer'a F<Edera, and which vras on tie 3rd 
delivered to the lord chancellor at WeatminBter, directing him to make 
letters patent for thi^ same purpose. 

P. 71. John Pat/ne, doctor in divinity, prior provincial of the order of 
friars preachers in England, had received a grant of the temporalities of the 
bishopric of Meath by letters patent dated 25th Feb., 22 Edw. IV., and he 
received confirmation thereof by letters patent dated 6th July, 1 Bic. III., 
which are printed in Rymer'a Ftedera. 

P. 77. Danie AUce Savile, who received the grants of wine and venison 
specified in tliis page, was daughter c-f Sir William Gaacoigne of Gawthorpe, 
and widow of Sir John Savile, an old servant of the house of York, who 
died chief steward of the manor of Wakefield, at the castle of Sandal, on 
the octaves of the feast of Corpus Christi, 1482, OntheSrd July following 
his widow took the vow of perpetual charity. See the pedigree of Savile 
in Hunter's South Yorkshire.

This work has been so recently issued that few of the Members can 
have had an opportunity of ascertaining its importance as a contTibution 
to our ecclesiastical history — -and especially to that of the Diocese of 
Hereford. The length to which the vrork has extended has induced the 
Council to issue the Roll at once. The Introduction, &c. will follow almost 
immediately in a separate volume. Not until the whole work is before 
them, can the Society fully judge of the great pains which the Editor has 
taken to produce this interesting Document in a form best calculated to 
show its historical value.

It is not likely 
that either of these works, however unquestionably valuable, would have 
ever been committed to the press but for the existence of this Society. 
By such publications the Camden Society is rendering important service to 
the cause of historical literature, and the Council call upon the Members
